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Environmental study of General Plan 





Orderly development urged

‘Upland is at the crossroads in 
terms of its ultimate development. 
With a substantial amount of 
undeveloped land still available both 
within the city and within its sphere 
of influence, it becomes critical that 
the citizens of Upland pause to 
reflect on the ways in which Upland 
should develop,’’ according to the 
first draft of a $7,500 environmental 
study of Upland’s General Plan. 

The study, completed by Owen 
Menard and Associates of 
Claremont, warns that Upland’s 
future development must occur in 
an ‘‘orderly and desired manner”’ if 


Upland is to avoid ‘‘becoming 
another suburban sprawl.” 

The report calls for Upland city 
officials and staff to set clear goals 
for the kind of community Upland 
should be. 

In addition, the report lists a 
number of studies which would 
provide the information needed by 
city officials and staff to make 
decision on Upland’s development. 
The 16 studies, ranging from a noise 
study to development study for the 
Upland Town Center, would cost an 
estimated $100,000 - $130,000. 

The City Council is expected to 
discuss the draft report on the

general plan at the council meeting 
7 p.m. Tuesday. 

The council approved performing 
an environmental study on the 
General Plan after repeated re- 
quests from: Upland Citizens for 
Quality Living, who have supported 
lower density and lower develop- 
ment for northwest Upland. 

In approving the study, the council 
called for specific conslusions and 
recommendations, and especially 
requested an analysis of costs for 
providing services in comparison to 
taxes generated by high and low- 
density residential development. 

The report says critical issues 
include an official decision in the 
kind of community Upland should be 
and notes residents and business 
people do not agree on community 
goals. 

Citizens are equally split between 
those who want a balanced 
community including residential, 
industrial and commercial 
development, and those who want a 
residential community with single - 
family homes, according to a 
community poll included in the 
study. 

The study advises the city to re- 
evaluate the amount, type and rate 
of residential development and 
notes the city’s actions tend to 
promote low-density, single-family 
development. 

“If this goal is to be reaffirmed 
for Upland’s undeveloped acreage, 
the citizens should look to the cost 
implications,’’ the report 
comments. 

The study does not provide a cost- 
service analysis, but does state, 
‘generally speaking, low-density 
single - family development does not 
pay its way in terms of public 
services. The citizens should be 
aware of what this option means in 
terms of taxpayer dollars.”’ 

The study also calls for evaluation 
of a phased-growth policy for 
Upland noting the city could reach 
its anticipated population of 60,000 - 
70,000 people within 10 years. 

“This rate of growth should cause 
the city to reconsider its capacity to 
budget for improvements and 
services necessary to serve this 
amount of growth. If the city should 


determine that there is a reasonable 
amount of doubt about its ability to 
provide adequate services, it should 
seriously consider some form of 
phased growth policy,” the report 
states. 

Distribution, type and amount of 
commercial development should 
also be considered, according to the 
report’ which states the General 
Plan encourages strip commercial 
development along Foothill 
Boulevard which tends to draw 
trade away from the Upland Town 
Center. 

The study also notes the lack of 
neighborhood shopping centers in 
the residential area north of Foothill 
Boulevard and the over - abundance 
of commercial zoning on Foothill 
Boulevard and Mountain Avenue. 


Development of the commercially . . 


zoned land would adsversely affect 
existing commercial establish- 
ments, according to the study. 

Upland’s southwest section has 
additional commercial and 
residential problems which need to 
be studied, the draft report states. 

The city should formulate a 
specific plan for conversion of older 
single - family homes to business 
uses, the report says and adds the 
plan should include locations most 
suitable for such changes as well as 
developmental standards to deal 
with traffic, inadequate parking, 
and buffering for adjacent 
residential areas. 

The: southeast section also 
contains single - family homes but 
much of the area is zoned and 
planned for multiple - family use 
which may cause incompatible 
development. 

Further studies recommended in 
the report would consider 
community goals and policies, 
commercial and industrial 
economic data, and problem areas 
including Foothill Boulevard, Euclid 
Avenue, Upland Town Center, 
Cucamonga Channel, and the 
southeast section. 

Other studies recommended 
would provide specific information 
for General Plan sections including 
land use, traffic, housing, conserva- 
tion, open space, seismic safety, 
noise, scenic highways, and safety. 


‘Fascinating’ but ‘disheartening’ experience 


A young Republican’s first convention

The Republican National 
Convention was ‘‘fascinating’’ and 
“‘disheartening,’’ according to 
Upland student Peter Pierce. 

It was the first convention for 
Pierce who was a high school 
campaign coordinator for San 
Bernardino County and president of 
the California state Republican 
organization for high school 
students. He is a junior at Webb 
School. ' 

‘I was fascinated. The convention 
is an experience I'll never forget,” 
he said and noted he spent long 
hours campaigning with 160 other 
California young supporters of 
former Governor Ronald Reagan. 

The students worked through two 
nights — without sleep — delivering 
campaign materials to official 
delegates and staffed the Reagan 
hospitality rooms as well as 
observing everything that happened 
at the convention. 

But the convention was ‘‘kind of 
disheartening’ because it was 
slanted toward Ford, Pierce 
commented and said guest passes 
were easier to find for Ford 
supporters and Reagan supporters 
were more restricted by the 
security people. 

“The fact that there was a lot of 
political ‘strong arming’ surprised 
me,” said Pierce noting he talked 
with New York delegate Ralph 
Blasio who voted for Eliot 
Richardson for president. 

Blasio told Pierce New York state 
party officials warned him not to 
vote for Reagan if he planned a 
political future in New York state 
and reminded him he owed Nelson 
Rockefeller a favor for campaigning 
Rockefeller had done on his behalf. 

Pierce said Blasio voted for 
Richardson as a matter of principle 
in protest over the pressure to vote 
for Ford. 

Another surprise at the 
convention was the number of 
conservative students, according to 
Pierce who said he had gotten the 
impression he was ‘‘one of the last” 
conservatives among younger 
Republicans. ‘‘But’s that’s 
obviously not true,”’ he said noting 
young Reagan supporters at the 
convention numbered more than 
1,000. 

Actually taking part in convention 
activities was a highlight of the 
convention, according to Pierce 
whose older brother attended the 
1972 convention which nominated 
Richard Nixon for the presidency. 
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The 1972 convention stressed unity 
and the youth observers were 
treated to meetings with all the oe 
party officials. But, Pierce noted, 
youth supporters really participated 
in the 1976 convention because of the 
‘‘spirited contest’’ for the 
nomination. 

‘I wasn’t window- dressing. I was 
on the floor doing my part for my 
candidate,’’ he said. 

One of Pierce’s main duties at 
the convention was to lead four 
midwest delegations in a floor 
demonstration for Reagan. The 
demonstration was planned to start 
after Reagan’s nomination and 
Pierce's part was to get the 
delegates in his section ‘‘on their 
feet’’ and cheering. 

The cheer was to be followed by a 
snake dance through the aisles 
because snake dances have a ‘‘good 
effect’’ on television, he said but 
noted aisles were so crowded the 
well- organized demonstration 
didn’t happen as planned. 


‘Actually there was kind of . 


chaos,’’ he remembered. 
‘‘Enthusiasm broke the discipline’ 
creating the ‘‘longest demonstration 
ever.’’ The demonstration planned 
for 15 minutes lasted nearly an hour, 
Pierce said. 

Reagan’s defeat was ‘‘depressing 
and disheartening’’ for the 
California delegation and the 
students for Reagan, Pierce said 
and added very few were quick to 
jump on the Ford bandwagon but 
many will eventually campaign for 
Ford. 

Pierce plans to campaign for Ford 
but said, ‘‘It’s not easy to switch and 
I won’t have the enthusiasm I had 
for Reagan.”’ Although it ‘‘sounds 
pretty partisan,’ Pierce agreed that 
basically any Republican is better 
than a Democrat and noted good 
points in the coming campaign 
include the Republican party 


platform and the fact that Ford is a © 


conservative. 
“I feel it will really be very, very 
tough for him to be reelected. But at 


least he’s gaining in the polls,” he’ 


said. 

If Ford loses the election, Pierce 
said, there is ‘‘an excellent chance 
the party will turn back to Reagan” 
for-leadership and added Reagan's 
youthful appearance will be an 
advantage if he has a chance to run 
for president in 1980. 

Pierce based his support for 
Reagan on the former governor’s 
record in California. ‘‘I’m 
impressed by the way he handled 
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the governorship. He was able, in 
eight years, to balance the budget 
and have a surplus.” 

Reagan’s successes in trimming 
the California bureaucracy would 


also make him a good president, 
Pierce said and added Reagan's 
advantages over Ford included not 
being identified as a professional 
Washington- style politician.

Supervisors ok panel

An 1l-member group dominated 
by Realtors and chamber of 
commerce representatives was 
accepted Monday by the county 
board of supervisors as the 
committee to set the supervisors’ 
salaries. 

The committee, appointed by the 
San Bernardino County Taxpayers 
Association, will determine whether 
the supervisors are entitled to the 40 
per cent raise they voted 
themselves earlier this month. 

The supervisors boosted their 
annual pay from $21,612 to $30,178 
but later suspended the pay hike 
after it provoked a public furor and 
brought on an effort to recall 
Ontario Supervisor Daniel Mikesell. 

The board of supervisors then 
agreed to allow a citizens 
committee with representatives of 
various organizations to arbitrate 
the pay raise question, and the 
supervisors agreed to abide by the 
Veet: 8 recommendation. 

aati would be accused of 
sides g the committee if they 
appointed its members, the 
supervisors followed a suggestion of 
the San Bernardino County 
Taxpayers Association and allowed 
the association to select the 
committee. 

The association presented 11 
names Monday to the supervisors, 
the names chosen from a list of 26 
persons who had indicated they 
would serve on the committee. 

A majority of the persons on the 
salary committee composed by the 
taxpayers association are either 
chamber of commerce 
representatives or Realtors. Five 
other organizations are also 
represented. 

The members of the salary 
committee are: 

Gene Miller of the Barstow 
Chamber of Commerce; Walt 
Underhill, a Crestline Realtor, past 
president of the Crestline Chamber 
of Commerce and a former grand 
jury member; J.B. Carroll of 
Twentynine Palms, a member of the 
San Bernardino County Council of 
Realtors. 

Al Propper of Upland, a travel 
agent and representative of 
chambers of commerce in the West 
End; Gene Belk of Bloomington, 
representing the county Farm 
Bureau; Elaine Woodson, outgoing 
president of the Glenridge 


Homeowners Association; Bob 
Wagner of Redlands, a member of 
the San Bernardino County Council 
of Realtors. 

Mrs. Bonnie Goler of the San 
Bernardino League of Women 
Voters; James Ferguson of 
Yucaipa, representing the 
taxpayers association; Dwight 
Smith of Yucaipa, from the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons; Harold Walker of 
Redlands, an insurance man and 
president of the Redlands Chamber 
of Commerce. 

A letter to the supervisors from 
former Republican state Sen. 
William E. Coombs, president of the 
San Bernardino County Taxpayers 
Association, said the association 
“tried to get as many viewpoints as 
possible” on the salary committee. 

... we were looking for 
knowledgeable people with open 
minds and an objective approach to 
the facts,’’ Coombs’ letter said. ‘‘As 


it turned out, we got a reasonably 
good geographical spread ...”’ 

James Ferguson, an 
administrative officer for the 
taxpayers association, told a 
reporter the association tried to 
avoid people who had strong feelings 
one way or the other about the pay 
raise.

Program will offer 
boat-building skill 


Federally funded training in 
fiberglass boat-building skills that 
are reportedly in demand, pay well 
and until now could be learned only 
on the job is being offered to West 
End residents. 

County Supervisor Robert Town- 
send announced the $450,000 training 
program funded from federal anti- 
unemployment money available to a 
local agencies’ consortium and Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 

Townsend is vice chairman of the 
executive board of the consortium, 
the Inland Manpower Association. 

With Townsend was Manuel Ortiz, 
director of the California State Of- 
fice of Employment and Training, 
who said the governor had a per- 
sonal hand in budgeting $250,000 for 
the training. 

Ortiz said Brown is ‘‘very im- 
pressed’’ with the concept of a state- 
local partnership to finance job 
training. 

The aim of the training to be con- 
ducted at the Mira Loma Space 
Center is to help trainees find jobs in 
the boat-building industry in Los 
Angeles, Orange and Riverside 


counties. 

Twenty boat-building firms which 
need skilled workers joined in plan- 
ning the training program, Town- 
send said. 

Entry-level pay will reportedly 
range fromm $4 an hour to as high as 
$7 an hour for some specialties, pay 
levels said to be higher than for 
other skills taught in local job train- 
ing. 

Townsend said that up to now the 
only way to learn the skills involved 
was on-the-job training with boat- 
building firms. 

Applicants must meet U.S. Com- 
prehensive Employment and Train- 
ing Act requirements that they be 
unemployed, under-employed or 
economically disadvantaged. 


Trainees in-groups of 30 will be 
paid $2.50 an hour during the train- 
ing, which will last from three to six 
months depending on the trainee’s 
starting skills. 

Classes are expected to start Sept.

Supervisors adopt tax rate 


In final action on the 1976-77 
county budget, the board of 
supervisors Monday fixed the 
county’s property tax rate at $3 
after consideration of a slight 
increase in the rate.

Mrs. Smith asked Errol 
Mackzum, assistant auditor- 
controller, whether it was ‘‘good 
management” or ‘‘budget error’ 
that resulted in the nearly $5 million 
in unexpected, leftover revenues 
from 1975-76. 


Mackzum said the county 
received almost 100 per cent of its 
revenues during the last year, an 
unusually large percentage. In 
addition, he said, the county 
expended 95 per cent of its budgeted 
expenditures during 1975-76. The 5 
per cent difference between the 
revenues and the expenditures 
amounted to almost $5 million, he 
said. 

Mrs. Smith remarked that if the $5 
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million had been used to reduce the 
county’s tax rate, the average 
property tax bill would have gone 
down by about $9 but there would 
have been a drastic cut in services 
in the county. (The supervisors, 
when they approved the budget, 
decided to use the windfall to fund 
jobs and programs previously cut.) 


While the general county tax rate 
is $3.0034, the total tax rate 
countywide for 1976-77 will be $3.16. 
The county’s library system is 
figured separately from the rest of 
the county budget and accounts for 
the extra 16 cents. The additional 
tax rate to support the library 
system is 1 ¥ cents higher than last 
year, so the total county tax rate is 
increased from $3.1466 to $3.1616.

A six-million electron-volt linear 
accelerator for the treatment of 
cancer patients is being installed 
this week at San Antonio 
Community Hospital in Upland. 

The machine, which cost $200,000, 
will replace the cobalt teletherapy 
unit used for such treatment since 
1966. 

The new quarters for the 
hospital’s radiation therapy 
department, opened in late 1975, 
allowed space not only for the linear 
accelerator but for other, more 
advanced machines. 

“Cobalt therapy has about seen its 
day as the primary equipment in 4 
modern radiation therany 
installation,’ Dr. Worth A. Hooper, 
director of radiology and radiation 
therapy at the hospital, said. 

“I don’t believe that we will cure 
any more cancers, but those that we 
do cure will be cured easier and with 
less patient morbidity.” 

The linear accelerator will allow a 
greater patient tolerance to cancer 
treatment, reducing the likelihood 
of radiation sickness and other side 
effects. 

The radiation therapy department 
was established through a gift by 
William Vogel.

All dogs and cats, without 
exception, should be on a 
leash at all times. Never 
release your pet in strange 
surroundings. He may go 
exploring and never return,

veterinarian’s address or 
that of a friend to whom the 
animal could be sent if he 
became lost from his 
traveling owner. It is also

Psychological 
first aid for 
marriage 


‘Just as an adequate 
knowledge of physical first 
aid can save a victim from 
drowning or heat prostra- 
tion, some knowledge of 
psychological first aid can 
often rescue an ailing 


marriage, writes Dr 
Daniel A. Sugarman, psy- 
chotherapist and psy- 
chologist. in the September 


Reader's Digest. 


Calling the measures 
troubled couples can take 
‘“deceptively simple,” 
Sugarman outlines several 
suggestions that can help 
restore stability to a shaky 
union. Among these, he puts 
a conscious commitment to 
making the marriage work 
at the top of the list. Many 
couples, he feels, fail “‘to 
close the escape hatch of 
fantasied divorce.” 


Lack of communication, a 
stumbling block in a 
number of marriages, can 
be overcome in several 
ways. First, the couple has 
to learn not only to talk to 
one another but, more im- 
portantly, to listen. When 
you're busy marshalling 
your own defense, you hard- 
ly have time to hear the 
complaint. Going further, 
Sugarman points out that 
one partner often harbors a 
deep-seated resentment 
which he feels he can't eXx- 
press for fear of ‘‘hurting”’ 
the other. Unless such 
feelings — real or imagined 

- are aired, the marriage 
remains in trouble 

Togetherness, a concept 
fostered in the 1950s, often 
has a suffocating effect on 


couples. Sugarman ob- 
serves that it can result in 
a loss of individuality. ‘The 


best marriages that I see 
consist of two whole people 
who are interacting — not 
two ‘half-people’ who con- 
stantly stifle each other,” 
he writes. 


Other suggestions the 
psychologist offers are tak- 
ing a good, hard look at 
your own behavior to see it 
you're a contributor to the 
problem, and facing up to 
the realization that even the 
best of marriages contains 
a certain amount of tough

Car travel with a family 
pet can be made easier by 
following a few simple 
suggestions. Familiarize 
the animal with car travel 
by taking a number of 
increasingly longer drives.

A dog should be 
encouraged to keep his 
place in the car and to 
remain as calm as possible.

Carefully select 
your ‘rest stops and keep 
your pet under control at all 
times,

boarded while their owners 
are away. Your 
veterinarian can provide 
drugs for those animals who 
experience mild motion 
sickness. However, the 
tendency to become carsick 
is often overcome after a 
few days of riding. 


Many hotels and motels 
allow pets to occupy 
sleeping rooms with their 
owners if state or local 
ordinances do not prohibit 
it. Make advance 
preparations for your pet at 
each place you plan to stay.

"71 DATSUN PICKUP 
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Herb Porter: 
turbocharger 


Only a comparative handful of 
fans who will look in on the seventh 
running of the ‘‘California 500’ next 
Sunday ever heard of Herb Porter, 
but you can bet that each of the 33 
drivers and chief mechanics in the 
race know him well. 

Of the 45 engines listed on cars 
entered for the $314,000 race, only 
the American Motors ‘‘Pacer”’ 
power is non— turbocharged. It's in 
the No. 78 car assigned to Jerry 
Grant, who used turbocharged 
power when he broke the 200 m.p.h. 
barrier at Ontario Motor Speedway 
in 1972. 


‘Festival 500’ 
porade plans 
to be delayed 


The Festival ‘‘500'’ Parade, 
traditionally held in Ontario the day 
prior to the California 500-mile race 
at Ontario Motor Speedway, will not 
be held Saturday. 

In a joint meeting of the parade 
committee of the Ontario ‘‘500” 
Festival Association, headed by Lee 
Coake, and the executive boards of 
the Festival Association and the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce, it was 
decided to postpone the parade due 
to a lack of bands. 

“In the joint meeting,’’ Coake 
said, ‘It was decided to postpone the 
parade rather than sacrifice the 
quality due to the lack of school 
bands.” 

The parade tenatively is set to be 
held prior to the Los Angeles Times 
500 race due at OMS on Nov. 21. An 
exact date has not been set. 

The Festival Association chair- 
man is Jack Kelly, and Jay Holmes 
is chairman of the chamber board. 





To the racing clan, Herb — affec- 
tionately called ‘‘Herbie 
Horsepower’’ — is the father of the 
turbocharged racing engine — and if 
your racing engine is not tur- 
bocharged today you probably won't 
make the race. 

“My interest in supercharging — 
the forerunner of the turbocharger 
— goes back to the days just after 
World War II,’’ Porter recalled. ‘‘In 
racing you're alway slooking for 
power and the supercharger looked 
like the way to go if you wanted to 
win.” 

In those days Porter was the crew 
chief for the car he owned and if he 
didn’t win, he didn’t eat too well. 

In the late 1940s, Porter began 
working on the fuel system for a 
gear-driven centrifugal 
supercharger with Stew Hilborn, 
who had developed a fuel injection 
system. 

By 1952 the pair had refined the 
supercharger to a point where Andy 
Linden qualified Porter’s car — the 
Miracle Power Special — at 137.002 
m.p h., second fastest in the field, 
and started it in the middle of the 
front row for that year’s race. 

Linden lasted only two laps, retir- 
ing with a broken sump pump. 

“There were a lot of bugs in it 
then,”’ Porter said, ‘“‘but we knew 
we were on the right track.”’ 

The gear-driven supercharger had 
one big drawback — it took power 
from the engine to run the blower, 
which, in effect, meant you paid a 
price for the increase in power. 

In the early ’60s, Air Research 
Corp. approached Porter with the 
idea of switching to a turbocharger 
— a device driven by exhaust gases 
from the engine. 

Porter liked the idea and, with the 
experience gained from the gear- 
driven supercharger, he converted

aware of the talents of ‘‘Herbie Horsepower,’ Herb Porter. 


race, Bobby Grim qualified Herb’s 
turbocharged roadster for the 31st 
starting position. The car was the 
last roadster to make the field at In- 
dianapolis. 

Grim didn’t get a chance to prove 
much about Porter’s idea. A first- 
lap crash that year eliminated 11 
cars. including Grim’s. 


“Things really began rolling in 
1967,’ Porter said. ‘“‘That’s when 
Goodyear asked me to take over the 
development of the turbocharged 
engines it used for running tire 
tests. 


‘Goodyear had three engines for 


miles that wouldn't have been possi- 
ble otherwise. We would run until 
something broke and then we'd fix it 
and make it stronger.” 

It all paid off in 1968 when Bobby 
Unser drove one of Porter’s tur- 
bocharged engines into victory lane 
at Indianapolis. 

In 1969, all but three of the engines 
in the starting field were tur- 
bocharged. Since then exhaust- 
driven power booster had been the 
only way to make the field. 

‘‘We have engines that are a lot 
stronger now,’’ Porter said, 
‘‘because we have broken and fixed 
a lot of pieces. Development is

Indy threatens 
OMS speed 


Builders of the Ontario 
Motor Speedway, where the 
seventh annual ‘‘California 
500” will be run Sept. 5, 
predicted that the ultra- 
modern racing plant would 
be the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway of the west. 

Other than a wider racing 
surface, the track itself was 
designed to be identical to 
Indianapolis. 

Ontario, however, proved 
to have an entirely different 
personality than its Hoosier 
twin when engines in the 
Indianapolis-type race cars 
were fired up there for the 
first time six years ago. 

Goodyear quickly 
discovered that Ontario’s 
qualifying and race speeds 
were going to be faster than 
those at Indianapolis and 
race tires used at 
Indianapolis were not going 
to be satisfactory at 
Ontario. 

‘The extreme 
smoothness of the track 
surface allowed the drivers 
to use a different pattern in 
the turns at Ontario,’”’ John 
Smith, head of Goodyear’s 
championship race tire 
development, said. ‘‘This 
accounted for the increase 
in speed. 

“As it worked out, tHe 
tires we developed for 
Ontario could be used safely 
at Indianapolis, but the 
Indianapolis tires could not 
be used at Ontario.”’ 

Pole position speed by 
Lloyd Ruby for the first 
‘Cal 500’ in 1970 was 
177.567 m.p.h., more than 
seven miles per hour faster 
than the pole speed at 
Indianapolis that year. In 
1971, Ontario’s 185.004 
(Mark Donahue) was more 
than six miles her hour 
quicker than Indianapolis. 

Bobby Unser became the 
first driver in motor sport’s 
history to top the 200 m.p.h. 
qualifying mark when he 
put his Olsonite Eagle in the 
field for the 1972 Ontario 
race with a four-lap 
average speed of 201.374. 

But, strange as it may 
seem, he did not start on the 
pole, because under United 
States Auto Club rules, a 
polesitter is determined 


during the first day of 
qualifying, and Bobby 
qualified a day late. 

On the first day of 
qualifying for the ’72 race, 
Jerry Grant, driving the 
second Olsonite Eagle, had 


-become the first driver in 


history to turn a qi ing | o. 
lap at mee ahah “abo “By 


running 201.414" m.p:h. ‘on 
his first lap. Jerry won the 
pole with a four-lap average 
of 199.600. 

~'Enginé and transmission 
trouble prevented Bobby 
from making a qualifying 
attempt the first day and he 
started in 23rd position. 

Peter Revson was the 
second, and last, driver to 
top 200 when he put his 
McLaren on the pole for the 
1973 race with a speed of 
200.089. USAC rule changes 
at the end of ’73 slowed the 
cars almost 10 m.p.h. in 
1974. 

This year, when 
qualification runs begin 
Sept. 1, A.J. Foyt will be 
trying to win the coveted 
pole position for the third 
straight year. The Texan 
took the honor in 1974 with a 
speed of 190.617 and 
repeated last year with a 
four-lap run of 196.549. Foyt 
dominated the race last 
year and easily won his first 
“California 500.” 

Mario Andretti, was the 
fastest qualifier at 
Indianapolis this year with 
a speed of 189.404, 
indicating it probably will 
take around 195 m.p.h. to 
earn the front row, inside 
spot at Ontario. 

According to Smith, this 
may be the last year the 
Ontario boosters can boast 
of their favorite track being 
faster than Indianapolis. 

“The Indianapolis track 
was completely repaved 
after this year’s race,” he 
said, ‘‘and after running 
very brief Goodyear race 
tire tests on the new surface 
a few weeks ago, we believe 
Indianapolis could be a 
little bit quicker than 
Ontario.”’ 

Next May will answer 
that question. But for now 
Ontario still has the edge in 
the speed department.

Poison oak danger

Rhus dermatitis is an 
itchy allergic skin eruption 
which occurs after contact 
with poison oak, poison ivy 
or poison sumac. These 
plants, which are members 
of the plant genus Rhus, 


contain in their sap an ac- 
tive chemical calied 
urushiol that causes an 
allergic skin reaction in 
some people. Urushiol is 
also found in the Japanese 
lacquer tree, the India Ink 
tree, the rind of the mango, 
and the cashew nut shell. 

Not everyone is allergic 
to these plants, and no one 
is born with this allergy. It 
is estimated that about 
seven out of 10 Americans 
are capable of developing 
an allergy to urushiol if ex- 
posed. 

While rhus dermatitis can

occur all year, it is most 
common during spring and 
summer months. The symp- 
toms usually develop within 
12 to 48 hours after contact 
but this can vary, depending 
on the degree of sensitivity. 
The first symptoms are 
often redness of the skin 
and fluid-filled blisters. The 
patterns seen on the skin 
will frequently be linear, es- 
pecially where the plant 
leaves have brushed against 
the skin. Intense itching is 
the most noticeable symp- 
tom. After reaching their 
peak in seven to 10 days, the 
lesions become crusty and 
begin to disappear. 

The reaction generally 
occurs where the sap has 
contacted the: skin, but the 
lesions can occur spon- 
taneously at any site that 
has been affected previous- 
ly. In those persons who 
have had one or more 
previous attacks, a new 
contact with the plant may 


produce swelling about the 
eyes and swelling of the 
throat. Stomach cramps 
may occur and are often ac- 
companied by vomiting, 
nausea and diarrhea. 

Urushiol is a long-lived 
substance. It not only can 
remain on the skin causing 
the irritation to spread, it 
clings stubbornly to 
clothing, tools, the fur of 
pets and anything else that 
comes in contact with the 
plant. These agents act as 
carriers and will reexpose 
the person every time they 
are touched until the 
urushiol is thoroughly wash- 
ed off. The substance also 
remains in the plants long 
after they are dead or 
decayed. Burning the plants 
can be harmful because the 
smoke contains the urushiol 
which, when spread through 
the air, can affect suscepti- 
ble persons. 

When treating thus der- 
matitis the most important 
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consideration is to remove 
all traces of sap from the 
skin and clothing with soap 
and water. Wet cold com- 
presses will help relieve the 
inflammation, and 
calamine lotion is useful to 
hiep dry the blisters and 
reduce itching. Lukewarm 
baths to which one-half cup 
of starch has been added 
may.be helpful. A physician 
should be consulted in 
severe cases. 

Some points regarding 
prevention: 

— Learn to recognize 
poison oak, ivy and sumac. % 

— Wear clothing that will %

—Wash all exposed body 
areas with water and a | 
soap or detergent as soon as 
possible after exposure to 
the plant.
